Now that the Top Committee Elections are are over, the political swords 
should be put away and the number one priority should be the “formulating 
and completion’’ of the demands for the upcoming set of negotiations with 
General Motors. 

On March 6, 7, and 8th, there is what we call the “Crash Convention’’ in 
Detroit. It is there, where our priorities are set for our contracts with the Big 
Three Automakers. In my mind pensions have got to be the No. 1 item, for all 
our PAST and FUTURE retired members. If ever a section of our UAW 
population needs help now — it is our retired members. I have contact with 
some of these members on a daily basis and I have heard them make this 
statement many times, that they can no longer afford to keep their house on 
the pensions they receive or even afford to drive their cars. I am sure if many 
of us today, were to lose up to three-quarters of our weekly pay, we would be 
in the same boat. It costs a retired member just as much for a loaf of bread, or 
a pound of butter, as it does you and I. 

We must also remember, it was also our retired members who made so 
many sacrifices over the past forty-seven (47) years—who went out on strike 
against General Motors on several occasions to win the wages, health bene¬ 
fits and seniority rights, that we all enjoy today. 

Let us not forget these pioneers of our Union. Even if it becomes a strike 
issue, each and every one of them so rightfully deserve our full support. Any 
increases would not cost General Motors a cent. They are not paying out, as 
much as the Pension Fund is making on Interest per month.

Upon dissolution of the Corpo¬ 
ration, and after the payment of all debts and liabilities, the Corpo¬ 
ration is required, as a condition of its Letters Patent, to distribute 
or dispose of the remaining property to Local 222 of the Inter¬ 
national Union, United Automobile, Aerospace and Agricultural 
Implement Workers of America UAW. 

NOTE 2 The local Union records payments to the GM Benefits Fund as 
expenditures. The balance of funds maintained in the GM Benefits 
Funds, as at September 30, 1983, is $83,634.66, and is not included 
in the local Union’s net assets.

to mean the First Aid nurse or Hospi¬ 
tal nurse. 

It proves you reported the acci¬ 
dent as many times an employee re¬ 
ports an injury, loses time from 
work, and discovers a couple of 
weeks later that the injury wasn’t re¬ 
ported or the record is lost. I am writ¬ 
ing to Dr. Jones and asking him to 
have his staff follow this procedure 
and issue these forms to the people in 
the plant. These forms are the ones 
recommended by the Compensation 
Board. 

APPEALS 

I have many appeals, most of 
which I inherited when I came on the 
job. I’m trying to move these on as 
fast as Lean. Brother Wilf Duffield 
reviewed many of them, and has 
given me reports on them, and I am 
doing my best to follow up on same 
and get them resolved. In most 
cases, the issue is good medical evi¬ 
dence — you either have it or you 
don’t. The Workers’ Compensation 
Act is law, and certain conditions 
and situations just aren’t covered. If 
you don’t report the accident right 
away, it’s an automatic delay for 
sure. 

If you go to the First Aid Station 
and say, “My shoulder is bothering 
me, but I don’t know what caused 
it,” and then later claim it is work-re¬ 
lated, you have got a problem. Some 
nurses are pretty good at making de¬ 
cisions whether or not your problem 


is work-related, but insist on signing 
an “Accident Report” if you believe 
the injury is work-related. 

CANADA PENSION 
I don’t turn anybody away, BUT it 
has come to my attention lately that 
certain individuals at the Canada 
Pension office are telling people with 
disability applications to “go to the 
Union Hall — they will help.” I 
talked to the Manager, Mr. Carroll, 
and he tells me he is short-staffed 
(he’s breaking my heart), but will 
correct this problem. It seems to me 
they should have the staff to help 
people. I just don’t have time to fill 
out all those questionnaires, so see if 
you can get a friend or relative to 
help you, please. If you’re stuck, 
bring it here and I’ll do what I can. 

COLA ON PENSIONS 
I see some sad cases insofar as low 
income people, some near or at the 
poverty level, because their pension 
income is small. We have to re¬ 
member our past retirees in 1984 
negotiations who contributed so 
much, not only to our Union but to 
this country. They need a real in¬ 
crease in pension income with a true 
cost-of-living clause. Canada Pen¬ 
sion Disability benefits should 
definitely be stacked and not de¬ 
ducted from their pension benefits. 
The disabled person suffers physi¬ 
cally and emotionally. Should he or 
she suffer financially, too?

The weather has been very un¬ 
usual recently. The heavy rains we 
received normally arrive in the mid¬ 
dle of March or the first part of April. 
Because the ground was still frozen 
the run-off was quick this year. The 
snow on the local creeks and streams 
had insulated them well and there 
was very little ice. As a result the ice 
damage with the spring run-off was 
almost nil. 

I noticed the birds are now in the 
creek valleys. They are busy singing 
and flitting from branch to branch in 
search of insects or insect eggs to eat. 
The Chickadees have been with us

all winter, but they are exceptionally 
active now. The Cardinals, particu¬ 
larly the males, were there singing 
their song that always sounds so far 
away. The Hairy and Downy Wood¬ 
peckers were there and you could 
hear them tapping in those dead 
branches. Of course, those noisy 
Blue Jays were in the valleys scream¬ 
ing in their own particular coarse 
voices. 

As I walked along this creek valley 
I noticed that small almost yellow 
and brown bird with the small red 
head tuff. This bird is called a 
Kinglet. They were in amongst the 
thick small cedar trees. I was also 
looking for a Brown Creper. The 
Brown Creper is exactly as the name 
implies — a small brown bird that 
when it is eating it appears to never 
stop to actually eat but just moves 
along the tree looking for more in¬ 
sects. I also stopped and looked for 
that slate colour bird called the Jun- 
co. It is usually feeding in the short 
grass along a hill side. I did not see 
either of these birds this time. How¬ 
ever, I did notice a small flock of fish 
ducks called Mergansers. They were 
along the creek one day after the 
flooding. I believe that these smart 
ducks realize that there will be lots of 
small fish killed in the spring run-off, 
and as a result they are there feeding. 

If you happen to be in the mood for 
a walk, go to Wilson Road North at 
the sixth concession. Park your car 
and start walking south for at least a 
mile. You will notice the Lapland 
Long Spur. This bird is a large 
stream-lined sparrow — all brown, 
with some patches of dirty white. 
While you are walking if you look 
real close you may see some Horned 
Larks. Horned Larks are larger 
brown birds with small horn like 
feathers and a yellow head. Both 
Larks and Long Spurs seem to prefer 
the wind swept areas where there is 
lots of course gravel or earth. 
Another bird you may see in the wind 
swept areas is the Snow Bunting. 

Oh that weather and dreadful 
floods. I simply cannot help but 
shake my head and wonder about 
some city-folk and how they think. If 
they keep filling in the Oshawa Creek 
Valley and building homes on this 


new soil, believe me one day all Hell 
is going to break loose. There simply 
will be no place for the spring run-off 
water to go. I was born and raised in 
Harmony and I have fallen into that 
creek many times. I also know the 
amount of water that can and has 
come down that creek. Some new 
home-owners should BEWARE of 
the future. Have you ever noticed 
when a beautiful home is built on a 
hill near a stream the very first thing 
the landowner does is to pull out all 
the wild shrubs and plant a lovely 
lawn. Then the next year you will see 
him out building a concrete retaining 
wall to keep his soil from being 
washed away. Seems rather stupid 
when you think that the shrubs and 
underbrush have kept the soil in 
place for generations. 

In my opinion, if you leave nature 
alone and stop trying to alter things, 
everything like plantation, soil and 
birds/animals would be just fine. 

These warm days should really 
make the ice fishing great. The fish 
will begin to liven up and it is so nice 
to be outside in this weather. 

Smelt fishing is only a month 
away. Time to take a look at your 
gear and get it in order. There will 
also be some early rainbow fishing on 
certain streams. You are best to 
check your fishing regulations to find 
out where and when you can fish. 
The new regulations should have 
been here by now. They keep prom¬ 
ising me that any day now they will 
arrive. When I have them I will see 
you at your gate.

Tax Break for Disabled

I received a letter from one of our 
retirees, Brother Clint Foster. Clint 
has an arthritis-type condition which 
forced him to leave work at General 
Motors. Clint’s 
income, like 
many people 
who are pre¬ 
vented from 
working due to a 
disability, is 
made up of Royal 
Trust Pension 
Benefits and Ex- 
tended Dis¬ 
ability Benefits. 
He noticed an ar¬ 
ticle in the Toronto Star by freelance 
writer George Brett in the June 12, 
1983 issue of that paper which de¬ 
scribed a possible tax break for 
people like himself who are receiving 
monies from a “wage loss sick and 
accident place”, which is what Ex¬ 
tended Disability Benefits are, pay¬ 
able by Metropolitan Life Insurance. 

Clint pursued this tip and dis¬ 
covered that these Extended Dis¬ 
ability Benefits are, in fact, non-tax- 
able, provided that the plan was in 
effect prior to 1971 (which ours was), 
and that the disability was present be¬ 
fore 1974. Like many others, he had 
been paying tax on this income. 

In Clint Foster’s case, this tax 
exemption saved him a lot of money. 
I asked the chartered accountant, 


who has been working at the UAW 
setting up the computer system, to 
check it out, and as a matter of fact 
he went with me to Clint’s home in 
Bowmanville. The accountant, Fred 
Ambrose, checked the figures and 
Clint’s tax forms, and verified that 
the exemption is there for anyone 
who wants to apply. 

TO QUALIFY 

1. The Revenue Canada Inter¬ 
pretation Bulletin IT-428 states, 
“Amounts that would otherwise be 
included in income (that is, be tax¬ 
able) are to be excluded (non-tax- 
able) if they were received pursuant 
to a plan that existed on June 18, 
1971, and were in consequence of an 
event that occurred prior to 1974.” 
Your employer and doctor can pro¬ 
vide this information. The bulletin, 
and I am quoting here from that arti¬ 
cle by freelance writer George Brett, 
is available from District Tax 
Offices, and goes on to explain that 
“an event” could be an injury or the 
identification of a degenerative dis¬ 
ease. A person who has been off 
work because of it and has received 
income from a wage loss replace¬ 
ment plan does not have to pay tax 
on the money, even if the off-work 
period took place after 1974. 

2. You must provide medical evi¬ 
dence that the “event” took place 
prior to 1974. 

3. Revenue Canada won’t allow 
claims going back more than four 


years. I take this to mean, if you qual¬ 
ify (you received Extended Dis¬ 
ability Benefits because of an illness, 
injury or disease for which you have 
medical evidence to prove began be¬ 
fore 1974), any taxes you paid for 
1979 or years prior to 1979 cannot be 
recovered, but you can still claim 
and get a rebate for 1980, 1981, 1982 
and 1983. If anyone needs a tax 
break, it’s a disabled person on a 
fixed income. 

WRITE TO TAXATION OFFICE 

If you think you qualify, here is 
what to do: it will be necessary for 
you to get the two letters referred to 
above and forward them along with a 
letter to Revenue Canada requesting 
that they review your file and change 
your taxable income in accordance 
with the attached information. Do 
not forget to include your social in¬ 
surance or tax number. 

We are asking the UAW Research 
Director for further clarification on 
the above and how it applies to our 
members, but in the meantime, 
should you require any further in¬ 
formation, please phone the district 
taxation office, 36 Adelaide St. E., 
Toronto. From area code 416, dial 
1-800-387-1700. From area codes 519 
and 705 dial 1-800-387-1710. These 
are toll-free numbers. 

I want to thank Clint Foster for 
writing the letter and making me 
aware of this situation, and also “A” 
Chassis Committeeman Harold 
Rolls who asked him to write.

ask some questions.

This book en¬ 
tails a lot of information on retire¬ 
ment, it also has a very interesting 
opening quote. It is titled “Deserve 
the Best” and goes on to say “Let us 
recognize that the older people of 
this country are part of the Canadian 
family and that they deserve the best 
we can do for them.” This phrase 
really hit home to me, only I applied 
it to the senior people in the plant. 
We as Union leaders know the strug¬ 
gles and hard times you all went 
through, and we must vow to make 
your retirement years enjoyable, and 
allow you to provide for your fami¬ 
lies properly and with dignity, and 
possibly give you something to re¬ 
member the younger members by. 
EARLY FRIDAY START 

In the “B” System, I understand 
from the Union reps that the survey 
was taken on whether we continue 
with the early start or go back to the 6 
o’clock start. I know for a fact a few 


service departments were missed, 
but at 85 percent of the plant wanting 
early start-up, the few missed would 
make little difference. On the “A” 
Side the results were 71 percent in 
favour of early startup, and to my 
knowledge no one was missed.

The only 
thing I can say is the elections are 
over, get back to this problem and 
forget about politics. 

COST-OF-LIVING 

ALLOWANCE 

The first Monday of March (March 
5th) we will receive a .28c an hour 
increase automatically. Plus, this is 
when our indexing of the COLA is 
changed to 100 percent Canadian 
COL, which means the Cost-of- 
living Allowance shall be based on 
the Consumer Price Index 
(1969=100%) with one cent (lc) 
adjustment for each .26 change in the 
average index. So on March 5th we 
will receive 28c plus whatever the 
new cost-of-living calculates to be. 
The reason this money is not being 
added to our base rate is because of 
our wage parity agreement with our 
American Brothers and Sisters. Plus 
the fact they do not pick this 28c up at 
all (only in Canada). 

RECENT ELECTIONS 
I would like to at this time con¬ 
gratulate our Plant Chairman Phil 
Bennett on his overwhelming re- 
election as Plant Chairman. I would 
also like to thank all those who sup¬ 
ported and worked so hard on my 
behalf in the recent CLC elections.

Time of writing, not all the results 
are in, but I want to take this oppor¬ 
tunity and congratulate all the 
successful candidates in the Shop 
Committee, and also on the Benefit 
Plans. 

The final results of the S y UB elec¬ 
tion as follows: Art Field 2,247, 
Connie Lockhart 4,262, Harry Irwin 
5,067 and John Kovacs 5,138. 

UIC REPAYMENT 

We SUB Representatives from all 
the Locals met in Toronto on Feb¬ 
ruary 16th and 17th with the 
GM-UAW Intercorporation Coun¬ 
cil. This time we were successful in 
convincing them it is a must that the 
remaining twenty-five hundred 
(2,500) approximately, UIC repay¬ 
ment claims be paid off in the short¬ 
est possible time. A motion was ac¬ 
cepted and passed that a letter be 
sent to the Company that all claims 
be paid off within the next three (3) to 
four (4) weeks. Our argument was 
based on the following facts: There is 
slightly over 18 million dollars in the 
SUB Fund. An employee with five 
(5) years seniority would lose 1.1 
credits for each week of SUB pay¬ 
ment if he or she would be laid off 
now. According to Company 
sources, if all claims are paid off at 
once, it will take 1.3 million dollars 
out of the SUB Fund. 

If we take the same five (5) years 
seniority employee as an example — 
in a case of a lay-off right after the 1.3 
million is paid out of the fund, the 
credit loss for each week of SUB 
Benefit will rise to 1.41. 

Each week’s contribution to the 
SUB Fund is 350 thousand dollars at 
the present time, with hardly any 
lay-off and full employment. 

We based our agreement on the 
fact, that if we do it now, with 350 
thousand dollars going back into the 
Fund per week, we can build the 
Fund back to the 18 million range 
within 4 weeks, and it will not make 
any difference by the time the “B” 
Body change will take place. 

In any case, I am happy to report 
that the Council bought our argu¬ 
ment, and our recommendation was 
passed with a stipulation that our 


calculations had to be correct. It will 
be up to the Company to follow 
through with the Union’s demand, 
and in past indications — there 
should not be any objections from 
the Company. 

By the time you read this article, 
everything should be in motion. 

RECENT RETIREES 
If you retired from GM in the past 
two to three years, there is a possibil¬ 
ity that you could have some UIC 
rebate coming back to you. It applies 
for the 1979, 1980,1981 and 1982 tax¬ 
ation years. Check your Income 
Tax Returns, and if you re-paid any 
amount of Unemployment Insurance 
Benefits for the years I mentioned 
above, please get in touch with me, 
or phone the Union Hall for further 
information. You can still recover 
these monies from the SUB Fund if 
you received SUB with your UIC in 
those years, but you have to apply 
for it. 

APPRENTICESHIP IN 
SKILLED TRADES 
If you are interested in applying 
for a Skilled Trades Apprenticeship 
program, you have until March 30th, 
1984 to do so. Check your nearby 
bulletin board for further in¬ 
formation. It will tell you what trades 
General Motors will accept applica¬ 
tions for. 

BOB HENESEY’S LETTER 
Some two weeks ago a letter ap¬ 
peared in the Oshawa Times and 
Oshawa This Week papers, signed by 
Bob Henesey.

personal credibility on the issue, 
according to Bob Rae. 

Last fall, when the Inflation Re¬ 
straint Board ordered these hospital

Besides an 
increase in pension as well as a

all other benefits 
must be updated. 
Some in-plant 
things such as 
vests and foot¬ 
wear for 4C driv¬ 
ers, footwear for 
the Paint Shop 
throughout, and 
something 
covering the 
right to have 
double shifts equalized. A very 
interesting article appeared in the 
Toronto Sun recently. This article 
was written by an Etobicoke woman 
and printed in the Toronto Sun under 
Garth Turner. It reads: 
“Governments Greedy Gougers”. 

“One of the great hoaxes of the 
time is that inflation is under control. 

It isn’t. The cost of living is not 
increasing by just 4.2%. Not in this 
<j.orner of the planet, anyway. 

" I’m not sure who’s pulling the 
numbers — StatsCan, Marc 
Lalonde, or provincial politicians — 
but they have managed to do one hell 
of a job on us. 

All that’s happening is wages are 
being depressed while prices — 
many of them directly controlled by 
governments —are being allowed to 
romp higher in an orgy of bureau¬ 
cratic greed. - x 

Let’s visit the home of an 
Etobicoke reader (we won’t name 
her to protect privacy) and illustrate 
a few facts of life: 

“This January, at last,’’ she says, 
“I received a 5% salary increase, the 
so-called ‘cost-of-living’ and it made 
almost no change in my net pay. On 
TV they were saying inflation is 
down to 4V2%, but I keep an accu¬ 
rate record of my expenses, and 
there is not one of them that didn’t go 
up many times more than 5%.’’

THEY PREACH RESTRAINT, 
BUT ... 

Let’s consider the basics: heat, 
hydro, water, and taxes. Most are di¬ 
rectly controlled by levels of 
government which have frozen the 
wages of their own employees and 
are preaching restraint all over the 
place. 


• Electricity: Etobicoke Hydro 
bills in 1982 added up to a total of 
$368.88. But in 1983, the total 
jumped to 528.47. 

A 5% increase would have added 
$18.44, instead of the actual increase 
of $159. 

The gouge: 43.2% 

• Heating oil: The 1982 total was 
$344.53. But in 1983, to December 
31, the cost of fuel oil equalled 
$996.09. 

Sure last November and De¬ 
cember were exceptionally cold, ad¬ 
ding to heating cost. But should they 
have risen by over $600? 

The gouge: 189.1%. 

• Water: Traditionally a low-cost 
item, water charges in 1982 added up 
to $34.68. But last year they rang in 
at $54.93. a 5% increase would have 
hiked rates by less than $2, instead of 
the actual $20.25. 

The gouge: 58.3%. 

• Municipal Taxes: in 1982, the 
borough charged this home a total of 
$505.52, on two tax bills. Last year, 
the two totalled $556.96. 

A 5% hike would have spelled out 
about $25, instead of the $51 levied. 

The gouge: 10.1%. 

The super-gouge: the first tax bill 
of 1984 asks for a payment of 
$432.28. That is an unbelievable 71% 
jump over the same bill a year ago. 

“With this information in front of 
me,’’ she says, “and seeing all my 
household bills for my tiny little 
home going up so much, along with 
the cost of gas for the car, clothing, 
food, milk — would you explain to us 
how the government came up with 
the ridiculous figure of 5%?’’ 

I wish I could. 

The feds said wages must be re¬ 
strained so we don’t fall into the trap 
.of inflationary psychology that 
burned the economy and jed to the 
cooling-out recession. ^ 

That's what they say — but what 
are governments doing? 

Well, take another look at the 
above four charges; three of them 
100% government-sponsored and 
the other government-influenced. 

Take a look at the 25% hike in the 
retail cost of gasoline, all but 5% due 
directly to increases in taxation and 
the temporary federal Canadian 
Ownership Service Charge, which is 
now permanent. 

Take a look at last fall’s 16% hike 
in fed tax on booze, which Canadian 
distillers swear has led to poorer 


sales and industry layoffs. 

And finally, take a look at the last 
federal budget, which laid down 
huge new taxes — the worst of 
which kicks in automatically this Oc¬ 
tober and will, within a year, be 
sucking $2 billion more from us 
every 12 months. 

Yetch, right? 

It seems only fair that if we are to 
restrain our wage demands, that 
governments restrain theirs, too. 
What has just happened is something 
close to economic gang rape, and it’s 
time the violation stopped. 

They have no idea what revenge 
means.’’

ABUSED AGAIN 


l/AW Member Tells it Like it is

I am an employee of General 
Motors who has never written or 
phoned a letter to an editor before, 
just like the majority of men and 
women here. I 
would not be 
doing it now ex¬ 
cept I am tired of 
being used as a 
political foot¬ 
ball. I can 
remember, dur¬ 
ing the 1982 con¬ 
tract negotia¬ 
tions, being 
painted as 
“those greedy 
autoworkers’’ who are looking for a 
raise from a poor company that was 
just hanging in, by posting a $330 
million profit. 

I can remember, just before 
Christmas, being painted as “those 
lazy, cheating autoworkers,’’ who 
are all skipping out the door early 
and had to start punching out again. 
Most of your letters came from 
people who never had to punch a 
clock and could come and go as they 
wished. 

Now we are being painted as 
“those sick, perverted auto¬ 
workers’’ who, when lunchtime 
comes, all 15,000 of us, run over to 
the stripjoint, drink all the beer, ogle 
all the girls and report back to work 
half in the bag. This is all done in a 
time space of 42 minutes. What an 
ordeal this is, considering, that if 
these places hold 200 people, that 
leaves the rest of us standing in the 
middle of Park Rd. Then we walk 
into our homes after a hard day at the 
plant, smile at our wives and chil- & 
dren, just before we fall asleep at the 
supper table, exhausted from all this 
strain. 

Do Shirley Power and the rest of 
the political aspirants really believe 
this is what goes on with the typical 
GM worker? Do these people think 
that is what made us the No. 1 auto¬ 
maker not only in Oshawa, not only 
in Canada, but in the world? Do they 
think that because the majority of us 
cannot be bothered answering these 
charges that it is okay to kick us 
around? 

I didn’t wonder what Shirley’s 
husband, if she has one, or her rela¬ 
tives thought of her until she started 
wondering what my family thought 
of me. I have been happily married 



for 15 years and so have a lot of 
people at GM. Our families do not 
consider us greedy, lazy or pervert¬ 
ed. The majority of us are at work 
every day, performing a quality job 
for the full eight hours. 

I think it is time this city started 
looking at the positive side of the GM 
employee. In the United Way Cam¬ 
paign last year, $813,000 was raised 
from GM people alone. That is over 
half of the budget sought. We con¬ 
tributed 1129 units of blood in the 
plants, not counting the units given 
every time there is a donor’s clinic 
held in this city. Over $3500 was do¬ 
nated by the truck plant people to¬ 
ward the Sick Children’s Hospital in 
Toronto. 

This does not take into account the 
money given freely for Barbara 
Turnbull, Terry Fox and numerous 
other charities and good causes. 
Every day in this factory there is 
someone selling tickets to support 
children’s sports. We have young 
kids with chocolate bars or peanuts 
at the gates all the time. They know 
they can sell them here. It was 
money from the GM employees that 
helped to build the Civic Auditorium 
for all to enjoy. 

Time is the other thing that is given 
free. Time to help raise money for 
these causes, time to help the needy 
people of this city, time to coach 
hockey in some cold arena at 6:00 
A.M. Sunday morning, time to load 
our cars with kids to get to the ball- 
game. Our time is spent on every 
helpful facet in Oshawa from the Boy 
Scouts to Meals on Wheels. 

We never ask for praise and are 
quite willing to help out where we 
can. The GM employee is the softest 
touch in this city and we can’t under¬ 
stand why we are the most abused. 
Perhaps it’s that we are silent too 
much of the time and are willing to let 
these people do this to us. The words 
of Samuel Walter Foss best sum up 
our people: 

“Let me live by the side of the road 
Where the race of men go by — 

The men who are good and the men 

Who are bad 

As good and as bad as I. 

I would not sit in the scomer’s seat 
Nor hurl the cynic’s ban 
Let me live in a house by the side 
Of the road 

And be a friend to man.”

Recently there was a nomination 
notice go up for the Oshawa Area 
Skilled Trades Council. Nomina¬ 
tions were open for the following 
positions: Chairman, Vice-Chair¬ 
man, Secretary-Treasurer, Jour¬ 
neyman Card Chairman, and 
two (2) Trustees. The main quali¬ 
fication was that you must be in 
possession of an International 
Journeyman’s Card. 

Elections were to take place Feb¬ 
ruary 19, 1984, from 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. 
Meeting was to convene at 8 p.m. All 
positions were filled by acclamation. 
There were two candidates for the 
Trustees, but because these two 
candidates lacked a Journeyman’s 
card, they were not allowed to stand 
for election. 

The purpose of this article is to let 
all Journeymen know the require¬ 
ments and procedure to follow to ob¬ 
tain your International Journey¬ 
man’s card. This card is recognized 
at any UAW Plant. An example of 
this is one of our tradesmen was in 
Ohio while on lay-off a number of 
years ago, he went to a UAW Plant to 
see what job opportunities were 
available. When they found out he 
was a tradesman, and was in posses¬ 
sion of this Skilled Trades Card, he 
was offered a job that day. Procedure 
for applicants requesting UAW 
Journeyman Cards, as follows: 

Procedure for applicants requesting 
UAW Journeyman Cards 

1. Application forms are available at 


all UAW Regional and Local Union 
Offices. 

2. Application forms must be filled 
out completely, printed in ink or 
typewritten and in duplicate (except 
for signatures). Two Union Officers’ 
signatures required in addition to 
applicant’s signature. 

3. Any Journeyman Card issued is 
the property of the International 
Union, UAW, and may be revoked 
for good and sufficient reason, 
including failure to maintain 
membership in good standing while 
working in a UAW plant. 

4. The applicant must be a member 
in good standing in the UAW. 

5. Applicants must have two com¬ 
pleted application forms, plus: 

a. Two copies of current work re¬ 
cord on Company letterhead sta¬ 
tionery from a Company under con¬ 
tract with the UAW, plus 

b. In the case of Apprentice 
Graduate, two copies of a certificate 
of completion of a bonafide appren¬ 
ticeship. If the apprenticeship was 
served under an agreement other 
than a UAW agreement, two copies 
of a schedule of training must be 
submitted. 

c. In the absence of a certificate of 
apprenticeship, duplicate work re¬ 
cord letters from each individual 
employer signed by a Company Of¬ 
ficial and showing specific work per¬ 
formed and dates of such work per¬ 
formance, used by the applicant to 
satisfy the policy requirement of the 
International Union for time worked 
in a trade or classification. 

d. Work records from UAW 


plants must be verified by a Local 
Union Officer, Committeeman, or 
Steward, attesting to the authenticity 
of the work record. The officer, 
steward or committeeman must indi¬ 
cate UAW Local Union number, 
date and office held next to his signa¬ 
ture. 

e. Work records from plants not 
organized in the UAW must be 
notarized.
